ing the weight of the spaceship 
from 
about 29,000 to 25,000 


pounds. 


The hurst of energy from the 


2,500-pound thrust engine tem» 
porarily added 1,120 miles an 
hour to the .speed of the vehicle. 
Mad the astronauts fired only 
their east-west line of night, 
they would have shot several 
thousand miles into space. 


To prevent this, Schirrapoint- 


ed the craft directly south and 
fired the engine out-of-plane— at 
right angles to the normal flight 
path, A great amount of energy 
is required to shift from one 
plant to another in space, so the 
resulting change in orbital path 
was minimal. 


The high point on the orbital 


path was raised from 174 to 
about 277 miles. The low point 
of 103 miles was raised less than 
a mile. 


The spaceship wound up about 


70 miles south of its original 
path. Schirra 
then turned it 


back to its line of flight and 
Apollo 7 assumed its normal or- 
bital speed of about 17,500 miles 
an hour. The increase in speed 
imparted 
by the 
engine had 


been absorbed 
by the out-of« 


plane maneuver. 


Schirra was in a good mood 


when he awakened today and, 
referring to Apollo 7's four live 
telecasts earlier this week, said 
he'd like "to try for an Emmy 
for the best TV series."

Russians are on the move and 
the racially-troubled Americans 
are officially—but perhaps tem- 
porarily—embarrassed in these 
harassed, politically tainted 19th 
Olympic Games.

Thursday, two of them gold, and 
moved past the United States in 
total medals 19-17. The Ameri- 
cans still lead in gold medals, 
9-5, including a 1-2 finish in the 
110-meter hurdles and record- 
breakin^ victories by two swim- 
ming rvjiy teams. 


Off the playing fields and in 


the conference rooms, the Unit- 
ed States received a slap on the 
wrist 
from 
the 
International 


Olympic 
Com-nittee over the 


conduct of black athletes Tom- 
mie Smith and John Carlos. 


Smith and Carlos, 1-3 finishers 


in the 200 meters Wednesday, 
refused to look at the American 
flag after receiving their med- 
als 
and raised black-gloved, 


clinched fists in protest of the 
racial question in the United 
States. 


Avery Brundage, released a 


statement 
saying 
smith and 


Carlos violated the Olympics 
no-politics principle "by using 
the occasion to advertise do- 
mestic political views." 


"I am embarrassed," acting 


USOC Director Everett Barnes 
told a newsman. "All of us are 
embarrassed. 
It 
makes our 


country look like the devil." 


There was no such incident 


Thursday, when Willie Daven- 
port of Warren, Ohio, and Ervin 
Hall of Philadelphia swept a 1-2 
finish in the 110-meter hurdles, 
Davenport 
winning 
in 13.3, 


matching the Olympic record. 


Both Negroes stood at atten- 


tion during the victory ceremo- 
ny, and refused to discuss the 
racial question.

After a first half whose finish 


defies explanation, the Hope Bob- 
kittens hung on with a fired-up 
defense and rolled to a 19*0 win 
over the Nashville Scrappers last

It was the Bobkittens' second 


win in a ro* and raised their sea- 
son mark to 4-1, and Hope was 
never headed after a slow start, 
The Kittens rose up early to halt 
a Nashville drive, and scored 
with uncanny quickness. 


During the first quarter, Hope 


did absolutely nothing. The Kit- 
tens took the opening kickoff and 
were held in three downs, and af- 
ter two minutes of play gave the 
ball over to the visitors. Hope 
didn't know it then, but they were 
to be on defense for more than 
seven minutes. 


The Scrappers used three 


third-down passes to move the 
ball downfield, and finally pick- 
ed up a first down at the Bob- 
kitten six at the end of the quar- 
ter.

It took them 12 seconds, as 


tailback Ray Wheelington found 
daylight around the right side 
and sailed the 78 yards to pay- 
dirt, Lynn Norton ran for the 
PAT, and it was 7-0 with 1:48 
left. Only the action still hadn't 
started.

kickoff, but on third and 14 Rod- 
ney Burke jumped on a Scrapper 
bobble to put Hope in business at 
the 34 with only 0:40 on the clock. 
People hoped that the Kittens 
could get in a score, but they 
didn't expect anything like what 
happened. 


It all started 
when Harris 


connected with Tommy Miller 
on a 20-yard strike to the Nash- 
ville 13, where the Kittens had 
13 weird seconds to work with. 
It turned out to be a few more, 
in a finish to a first half that 
would make Major Hoople have 
an ulcer. 


After two incompleted passes, 


the clock ran out as Tommy 
Miller raced to the Nashville 
five. The Scrappers were call- 
ed for offsides, though, and the 
refs set up the Kittens for anoth- 
er play from the five.

The U.S. Olympic Commit- 


tee's executive board issued a 
broad apology Thursday for the 
black power display by sprint- 
ers Tommie Smith and John 
Carlos at Wednesday's victory 
ceremony in Olympic Stadium. 


Then the committee said it 


didn't count. They wanted to 
talk the matter over some more 
and issue another statement— 
with new wording—probably to- 
day.

obvious that U.S. 


Olympic leaders were embar- 
rassed by the bizarre demon- 
stration on the victory podium 
before a crowd of 60,000 and a 
worldwide television audience.

Unlikely That 
Catholics 
Will Approve 
NEW YORK (AP) - Greek 


Orthodoxy, the church to which 
shipping tycoon Aristotle Onas» 
sis belongs, would approve his 
planned marriage to Jacqueline 
Kennedy, But it was higlily un- 
certain that her church, Roman 
Catholicism, would do so.

He'was divorced in 1960, after 


14 years of marriage and two 
children. Roman Catholic rules 
do not allow divorce. 


only if Onassis' earlier mar- 


riage were found to be Invalid, 
and thereby annulled, would the 
Catholic rules sanction his mar- 
riage to Mrs. Kennedy In that 
church. 


Catholic authorities here saw 


slim chances for such a deter- 
mination, and in Rome, a Vati- 
can theologian said, "It would 
not be a valid marriage In the 
eyes of the church." 


But the door was open to their 


marriage In the Greek Orthodox 
Church 
of North and South 


America, whose marital court 
In 1961 granted approval of Ch- 
assis' divorce. 


"As far as we're concerned, a 


second marriage can be con- 
tracted 
In 
the 
Orthodox 


Church," said the Rev. Constan- 
tine EUades, an Orthodox matri- 
monial expert here. 


Orthodoxy in this country au- 


thorizes 
divorce on various 


grounds, such as adultery, pro- 
longed desertion or imprison- 
ment, or threats against the life 
of a partner in the marriage. 


The basis cited in the Onassis 


case was not disclosed. 


Roman Catholic rules allow- 


ing annulment are considerably 
more restrictive, the chief con- 
ditions being mental illness at 
the time of marriage, or fraud 
by not really intending to enter 
a permanent, faithful marriage 
and to rear children. 


Whether such factors could be 


established in the Onassis case 
was regarded doubtful. 


To gain an annulment is 


usually a long, intricate proc- 
ess, 
requiring court hearings, 


evidence and witnesses. 


Onassis and his first wife, 


Tina, were married in 1946 un- 
der Greek Orthodox auspices. 
Roman Catholicism regards as 
valid marriages of nott^Catho- 
lics outside the Catholic Church, 
such as between Protestants or 
Orthodox unless one of the Im- 
pediments Is found making it 
void.

Onassis Is 
Self Made 
Millionaire

Aristotle 
Socrates Onassis 


was 16 years old and had $60 to 
his name when he arrived in Ar- 
gentina as a Greek refugee 
from the Turks in 1922. 


In his wildest dreams he could 


hardly have imagined that 46 
years later, now one of the rich-

men 
in the world, he 


would win the hand of an Amer- 
ican President's beautiful wid- 
ow, Jacqueline Kennedy. 


His mother and father liad op- 


erated a tobacco business in 
Smyrna. Once In Argentina, On- 
assis too turned to the tobacco 
trade. By the time he was 24 his 
shrewd operations had earned 
him his first million and he was 
Greece's consul general in Bue- 
nos Aires. 


But Onassis wanted above all 


to be the master of a cargo 
fleet. 


He got his chance in 1930 


when he learned that Canada 
was preparing to sell at scrap 
value ten surplus cargo vessels 
ranging in tonnage from 8,500 to 
10,000. Onassis bought six for 
$120,000 and launched a mari-

North, 


The Paris sources said the 


U.S. proposals were made con* 
ttngent on firm acceptance by 
Hanoi of the Saigon government 
as a party to any ultimate peace 
negotiations, 


Participation in some form of 


the National liberation Front, 
political arm of the Viet Cong 
guerrillas in South Vietnam, 
was said to have been conceded 
by the United States. 


The official North Vietnamese 


newspaper, Nhan Dan, Thurs- 
day denounced Johnson's de- 
mand for what the North Viet- 
namese call "reciprocity*' for 
ending the bombing. 


But U.S. officials said this ap- 


peared to be more a continua- 
tion of the familiar Hanoi posi- 
tion stated many times in the 
Paris peace talks than actual 
rejection of the U.S. proposals 
In the present situation. 


Johnson's retirements have 


been reported to Include resto- 
ration of the demilitarized zone 
between North and South Viet- 
nam, with removal of Commu- 
nist forces from the zone, and 
an end to terror attacks on 
South Vietnamese cities and 
towns. 


U.S. 
officials say that ar- 


rangements for a bombing halt 
have been thoroughly covered in 
consultations with governments 
allied In the war, Including the 
South • Vietnamese government, 
and that the "hangup" is now 
entirely in Hanoi. 


Press reports from Saigon, 


however, have stressed objec- 
tions by President Nguyen Van 
Thleu to any termination of the 
bombing of the North without a 
guarantee of Communist de-es- 
calation. 


It is argued here that the 


North Vietnamese already have 


the last several weeks. A num- 
ber of Communist military units 
are reported to have been with- 
drawn from South Vietnam, ei- 
ther back Into North Vietnam or 
Into neighboring Laos and Cam- 
bodia. The level of fighting has 
declined. These actions name 
been taken on communist Initia- 
tive. 


What Johnson wants now are 


practical assurances the Com- 
munists will not step up the war 
again If the bombing Is halted. 
In the American view, this ap- 
proach seems to get around the 
Issue of reciprocity as raised by 
the Hanoi leadership.

H. Washburn 
Millwood Short 
on Recreation; 
Color Run Tuesday 


T 


he Nashville News reports 
that Howard county wants a 
recreation area developed 


on Millwood Lake and a delega- 
tion will make representations to 
the U.S. Corps of Engineers next 
Tuesday, Oct. 22. 


The entire lake is short on 


facilities for recreation —inade- 
quate boat-launching ramps, and 
no safe harbors to protect com- 
merical docks and their boats. 


The lack of harbors was said 


to be responsible for the fact 
that when the Corps of Engi- 
neers called for bids a month 
ago on permits to build com- 
mercial docks at Beard's Bluff 
and Saratoga landings, in Hemp- 
stead county, reportedly there 
were no takers. Prospective dock 
operators 
thought it was the 


government's obligation to con- 
struct protective breakwaters to 
create safe harbors, but the 
government thought differently. 


There is no question about the 


necessity of safe harbors on a 
lake the size of Millwood. Even 
on the Narrows and Ouachlta 
Lakes, where a mountainous ter- 
rain provides many natural har- 
bors, there have been cases of 
storm damage to docks and boats 
—and the danger Is magnified on 
Millwood because of its flat ter- 
rain. 


Prime responsibility rests on 


the government. Millwood was 
constructed for the joint purpose 
of controlling floods and provid- 
ing recreation —and the recrea- 
tion end was "shorted" when the 
lake was allegedly completed and 
dedicated 
without paying any 


attention to the need of safe 
anchorages for docks and boats. 
The omission will have to be 
taken care of — ridiculous as It 
is on an Investment the size of 
Millwood. 


Currently The Star is checking 


on a report that subsequent to 
the no-taker bid offering on docks 
a month ago the government has 
made a deal for a private opera- 
tor to construct a dock and his 
own 
breakwater - harbor at 


Beard's Bluff. 
The man who 


passed me this rumor had reason 
to believe it is true, but he knew 
no details. We are following it up 
ami expect to have a news story 
later.

Space Engine 
Is Fired 
Successfully

SPACE CENTER, HOUSTON 


(AP) - 
With a jolting burst of 


energy, the Apollo 7 astronauts 
fired their steering engine today 
in the most powerful maneuver 
ever made by a manned space- 
ship, 


"Yabba-dabba-doo!" shouted 


Navy Capt. Walter M. Schirra 
Jr, as the huge engine flashed to 
life and spurted a steady tail of 
flame for 66 seconds as Apollo 7 
raced 120 miles above the Gulf 
of Mexico. 


"That was a real nice to-do, 


the machine performed beauti- 
fully," spacecraft commander 
Schirra reported at the comple- 
tion of this vital test of the en- 
gine that one day will guide 
American astronauts 
to the 


moon. 


Minutes earlier, the wives of 


Schirra, Air Force Maj. Donn F. 
Eisele and civilian Walter Cun- 
ningham were disappointed at 
not being able to see their hus- 
bands zip over their Houston 
homes. 


All three gathered at a boat 


landing at Clear Lake near the 
Manned Spacecraft Center, hop- 
ing to catch a glimpse of Apollo 
7 as it dashed across the heav- 
ens south of Houston. 


But their view was obscured 


by low level clouds in the south- 
west, 


When the burn started, It was 


under the automatic control of 
the 
spacecraft 
guidance and 


navigation system, Schirra took 
control manually the last 30 sec- 
onds to demonstrate the ability 
of the pilot to take over in case 
the automatic system failed. 


He reported that momentarily 


during the firing, the astronau|$ 
were jolted out of their w 
less world and thafrtne g: 
reading In the cabin was 1 G— e- 
qual to the force of gravity at 
pound level. 


The engine was the most pow- 


erful ever fired on a manned 
space ship. It had been ignited 
four times earlier on the Apollo 
7 mission, with a maximum 
burn of 15 seconds. Thus, the 
amount of energy produced was 
a record.
